MILWAUKEE, June 16.—(/)— 
The possibility of cutting in half the 
death rate from at least one’ of the 
four major types of pneumonia by in- 


jection of serum into the veins of pa- 


tients was announced today before 
the American Medical Association. 

Results of two years of experiments 
to learn the practical value of the 
serum treatment for pneumonia, which 
ranks second as the cause of death 
among people in early adult life, were 
reported by Drs. Gaylord Anderson 
and Roderick Heffron, of Boston, 
Mass. The tests were made to de- 
termine advisability of continuing pro- 
duction of the serum, usually made 
from the blood of horses by an ex- 
pensive process. 

The study showed that there were 
less than half as many deaths among 
patients treated with the serum for 
pneumonia as among pa- 
tients not given the serum. It also 
was fairly successful in treatment 
Type 2, but did not produce so great 
a reduction in deaths. The serum is 
usually considered chiefly valuable in 
treating these two types. 

The great problem, now that the 


'serum's usefulness has been proved, 
ithe doctors said is to develop a meth- | 
od for wider distribution of the serum, 


while conserving the supply as much 


as possible because of its high cost. 
The serum is manufactured by the 
Massachusetts state department of 
health. 

Serum offers the only practical 
method of controlling pneumonia, 
which outranks all other infectious 
diseases except tuberculosis as a 
cause of death. 

More than half the cases of pneu- 
monia in young people are Type 1 or 
Type 2, so it is advised that the serum 
be given even before it is determined 
what type has attacked a patient. It 


‘must be given within the first four 


days of the disease as it is of little 
value after that time, when the dis- 
ease has become more firmly en- 


' trenched. 


The serum tests were made through- 


‘out Massachusetts in 15 areas by 6 
' physicians, chosen to try it on their 
/pneumonia patients and report the 
results. From 1931 up to May 15 of 
'this year these physicians had treated 
/431 patients, of whom 218 had Type 


1 pneumonia and 51 Type 2. The 
death rate for the entire group was 
18.9 per cent, but among the Type 1 
cases the rate was 10.6. In the 


‘group of patients not receiving the 


serium the death rate was 25.9 per 


‘cent, more than twice that of the Type 


1 cases treated with the serum.

INTARDWOOD INDUSTRY 


Leading Producers To Place 
Business in Hands of Pow- 
erful Boards. 


MEMPHIS, June 16.—(4)—Pro- 
ducers of three-fourths of the nation’s 
hardwood seek to put the industry 
under control of governing boards en- 
dowed with absolute power. 

The proposal is contained in a code, 


to which 300 southern and Appalach- 
|ian manufacturers gave almost unani- 
mous approval at a meeting here yes- 


terday, 

As a part of the industrial recovery 
act, the code would prorate quotas 
of manufacture and establish mini- 


‘mum wages and maximum hours of 


labor for 200,000 workers in the in- 
dustry. 

Associations representing the bal- 
ance of the hardwood producers will 
review the code at a meeting of the 
Hardwood Manufacturers Institute in 
Chicago June 29. If agreed upon 
there, the code ‘will be presented to 
President Roosevelt for approval and 
inclusion in the industrial recovery 
program. ° 

The part of the code applying to 
labor would make an eight-hour day 
and a six-day week mandatory. 
number of the manufacturers said that 
wage increases of approximately 10 
per cent would result, as well as a 
spread of employment,

There is hope that it will be pos- 
sible to immunize infants against 
whooping cough just as they are pro- 
tected from diphtheria, by treating | 
them by a vaccine, said Dr. Louis W. 
Sauer, of Evanston, Ill. The vaccine 
is only a preventive and does not | 
cure the disease once it has been con- 
tracted, he emphasized. | 


Dr. Sauer reported on a five-year 
trial of whooping cough vaccine which 
heretofore had been disappointing. He 
tried giving larger doses and more of | 
them and obtained more successful. re- 
sults. Three injections are given a 
week apart. the last two a third larger 
than the first.
